Newcastle, England, July 9.—Fore- 
knowledge of the fate of his ship, the

known, but it would appear not un- 
likely, sinoe clearly things are not 
Zgoing well with the Bulgarians and 
the outbreak of cholera at many 
potnts in the field, combined with the 
exhaustion cf the armies by the fierce- 
nesseof the struggle, is calculated. to 
render some such solution welcome 
to the combatants. 

This is especially so because of the 
unoertainty of the policy of Rou- 
mania, which is mow reported to be 
equally ready to attack either Servia 
or Bulgeria as occasion may demand 
in order to prevent a disturbance of 
the Bulgarian equilibrium. 

Difficult to Handle Dead. 

The problem of dealing with the 
dead and wounded is proving very 
serious. The nursing resources’ in 
Belgrade are woefully insufficient. It 
is stated that the Servians have per- 
mitted a pauge in the operations to 
allow removal of wounded and inter- 
ment of dead and carrying owt of 
sanitary measures. 

The Greek government has made 
urgent representations to the Buro- 
pean govermment against maseaores 
and atrocities alleged to have been 
committed by the Bulgarian troops 
and irregulars, declaring that in the 
event of defenseless Greek popula- 
tions being left to their fate, Greece 
will be obliged to take rigorous meas- 
ures to put an end to Pulgarian atro- 
cities. 

A Greek offictal statement asserts 
that instead of 3,000, as alleged by 
Bulgaria, General Ivanoff’s army con- 
sisted of 120,000 men. 

GOVERNMENT OF BULGARIA 
READY- TO NEGOTIATE PEACE 

Vienna, Austria, July 9.—The Bul- 
garlan government is reported to 
have sent a circular to the European 
powers expressing its readiness to ne- 
gotiate for peace. 

The Bulgarian and Servian com- 
manders in chief are stated here to 
be already negotiating an armistice, 
as the losses of both armies in killed 
and wounded are so immense and it 
is feared that the epidemic of cholera 
which hajg broken out among the 
troops may get beyond control. 

The neue Freie Presse understands 
that Bulgaria proposes to negotiate on 
the basis of the treaty before the war 
regarding the allocation of Macedonian 
territory. The writer believes the cir- 
cular to the powers was probably sent 
out as a feeler to find out whether the 
powers were inclined to drop the prin- 
ciple of non-intervention by mediating 
between the belligerents , 

London, July’ 9.—The invasion of 
Bulgaria by the Roumanian- army, 
whose mob!lization will be completed 
this week, will ‘begin forthwith, ac- 
cording to Roumanian diplomats nere. 
if in the meanwhile the reports of the 
hostilities appear to be going against 
Servia. 

‘It is asserted that the sole object 
of Roumania is to insure against any 
disturbance of the balance of the 
power in the Balkans being detrimen- 
tal to her, as it would be in the event 
of Bulgaria’s becoming too powerful. 
Should the Servians be victorious in 
the war Roumania its prepared to in- 
tervene on the side of Bulgaria with 
the same object in view. At the same 
time Roumania is always shaping her 
course to secure her own future safe- 
ty by the occupation of what she con- 
Siders an adequate strategical fron- 
tier—namely, the line from Turtukai, 
on the Danube, to Baltchik, on the 
Black sea. 

BULGARIANS BEING DRIVEN 
BY THE FORCES OF GREECE 

Athens, July 93.—An official bulletin 
jssued tonight says the Greeks on 
Tuesday attacked the @pountain passes 
towards Strumitza. B®: Bulgarians, 
reinforced, perhaps from Istip, offered 
vigorous resistance, but were steadily 
driven back. 

The Greeks occupied some of the 
passes, but the fighting was stopped 
by darkness, with the expectation that 
it would be resumed Wednesday. Later 
bulletins declared the Bulgarians are 
in headlong flight through the defiles, 
the Greeks having made a night frontal 
attack on Strumisza, forcing the Bul- 
garians to abandon their positions with 
heavy losses.

FGHT EXPECTED TODAY 
IN SUFFRAGE MEETING 


Atlanta Leaguers, Who Held 
Stormy Meeting Wednesday, 
May Ask Representation. 


Whether the Atlanta Civic league 
will fight for recognition on the floor 
of the suffrage convention or organize 
a new state association will not be 
Known until the Georgia Woman's Suf- 
frage association convenes in the Tem- 
ple of Labor at 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing. 

Claiming that they 
dues to the state association, Mrs. 
Frances Whiteside’s followers insist 
they are entitled to recognition by the 
state body, but Mrs. Mary L. McLendon. 
president of the state association, de- 
nies that the civic leaguers have paid 
dues, and says she will not recognize 
their delegates to the convention. 

“Rumors of a rival state organiza- 
tion, soon to be organized, have put us 
on our mettle, and we have retained 
counsel to protect our rights,” 
Mrs. Mary L. McLendon. 

“There is but one legal Georgia 
Woman's Suffrage association,” said L. 
J. Grossman, counsel for the Georgia 
association, in an address before the 
Atlanta Civic league Wednesday after- 
noon, in which he urged that harmony 
was necessary for the success of wom- 
an suffrage. 

Meeting Will Decide Fight. 

The outcome of the election of offi- 
cers at today’s meeting will determine 
the official stand which the Atlanta 
Civic league will take. Mrs. Harry 
Smith, president of the civic league, 
acted in the role of peacemaker at the 
stormy session Wednesday afternoon, 
but she was unable to reconcile those 
members who felt that the cause of 
suffrage should come above factional 
fights, and one officer of the league 
left the meeting after a futile appeal 
for harmony and recoghition of tho 
State association. Severa embers have 
threatened to resign. 

Two executive officers of the Atlanta 
Civic league have already applied for 
membership in the Atlanta Equal Suf- 
frage association, resigning from the 
civic league. Other civic leaguers will 
attend the state convention and deliver 
addresses in favor of harmony today.

So Farmers’ Union President 
Smith Describes His Asso- 
ciation With the Opponents 


of Free Sugar.

Washington, July 9. —(Special.)— 
Iividence that the name and influence! 
of the Farmers’. union was unfairly! 
used by R. D. Bowen, of Texas, to aid | 
the sugar lobby before congress, was 
to the lobby investigating | 
committee today by I. A. Smith. of!

Under the guise of a meeting called 
to devise means to extend the trade 
in cotton goods, representatives of 
seven state unions were induced by 
Mr. Bowen to go to New Orleans to 
take part in such a discussion. Their: 
expenses were paid by Mr. Bowen. 

After the meeting they sent 


tele- 


tives and senators from thetr states 
urging them not to gv into the demo- 
cratic caucus on the tariff bill until 


Farmers’ unfon would submit. C. S. 
Barrett, the national president, was not 
present at the meeting, not having been 
invited. 

Addresses were made before the New 
Orleans meeting by C. B. Bryant,. of 
North Carolina, secretary of the Amer- 
ican Cotton Manufacturers’ association, 
and N. D. Colcock, secretary of the New 
Orleans sugar exchange, who -repre- 
sents the sugar cane interests befcre 
committees of congress. Mr. Colcock 
talked of both cotton and sugar. He 
said thg tariff bill would cause a loss 
of $166)000,000 a year to the cotton 
farmers. 

All ‘Expenses Paid. 

I. A. Smith, state president of the 
Farmers’ union of Gecrgia, was for- 
merly postmaster at Tennille. Shortly 
after being elected president in April 
of last year he recetved a telegram 
from Mr. Bowen asking him to attend 
a conference in New Orleans to discuss 
plans to increase the consumption of 
cotton. Mr. Smith said he was not in- 
clined to go, and wired that he was {]l, 
as he really was not feeling well. Mr. 
Bowen followed his telegram up with 
a letter, offering to pay all the ex- 
penses of the trip. 

“On the twenty-ninth of April] I re- 
ceived a second telegram,” said Mr. 
Smith, “and finally decided I would 
go and see what it was all about, and 
how they proposed to increase the con- 
sumption of cotton. Others present at 
the meeting were Mr. Taylor, of Okla- 
homa; Mitchell, of Mississippi: Loyd, 
of Texas, and Mobley, of Arkansas.” 
“You say this meeting was not called

LAMAR MAY BE HALED 
BEFORE FEDERAL COURT

New York, July 9.—United States 
District Attorney Marshall admitted 
today that investigating the 
activities of David Lamar with a view 
to bringing them to the attention of 
the grand jury if the facts warran. 

Among the federal statutes which he 
is studying in connection with the 
case {is Section 32 of the Federal 
Criminal code which provides a fine 
of $1,000 or three vears’ imprisonment 
for “whoever with intent to defraud 
either the United States or any person, 
shall falsely assume or pretend to be 
an offier or employee acting under 
the authority of the United States, or 
any department of any officer of the 
government thereof, and shall take up- 
on himself to act as such, or shall tn 
such pretended character demand or 
obtain from any officer of the govern- 
ment thereof or any person, ony 
money, papers, documents, or any other 
valuable thing.” 

Bearing on the question of whether 
a congressman is an fficer of the 
government, the deputy unearthed an 
opinion rendered by United States At- 
torney Benjamin Harris Brewster in 
1892 which read: , 

“Unquestionally a member of con- 
gress is a public officer in a broad and 
general way and the incumbent of 
such office must be considered as an

Harry M. Robinson, a native At- 
lantan, becomes superintendent of the 
division, with headquarters in Atan- 
ta, vice George W. Pepover, transferred 
to Cleveland, Ohio, as a chief clerk. 

Edward P. King, of Atlanta, retains 
his place ac aasistant superintendent. 
Cobb, of Cartersville, 
comes chief clerk Atlanta, 
Charles E, Rager 
Francisco, as chief clerk of the elfghth 
division. 

W. L. M. Austin, of Atlanta, 1 pro- 
moted to a chief clerkship and trans- 
ferred from the Atlanta-Charlotte run 
to Jacksonville, Fla., vice Charles 5S. 
Beavers, transferred to Pittsburg, Pa., 
as chief clerk. 

The official order making 
change will be issued at once. 

Harry Robinson, the new superinten- 
dent at Atlanta, leaves a similar posi- 
tion In the twelfth division, with head- 
quarters at New Orleans. No one has 
been selected to fill the vacancy thus 
created, and the duties of the New Or- 
leans office will be performed by John 
Day, the assistant superintendent of 
the twelfth division. 

It is believed that either King, 

Cobb or Austin will be selected for 
superintendent at New Orleans. 

Mr. Robinson is one of the 
known men in the service, 
he has been identified for years. He 
was in charge of the United States 
mails in Cuba during the Spanish- 
American war, and made such a fine 
record that he was sent to China by 
the postoffice department during the 
Boxer uprising.

Confirmation of Mrs. Ham Won’t 
End Fight—Bell Expected 
to: Make Statement.

Washington, July 9%.—(Special.)— 
After tomorrow the battle over the 
Gainesville, Ga., postoffice will be 
transferred to another arena. Mrs. H. 
W. J. Ham will be confirmed and the 
controversy removed from the atten- 
tion of the United States semate. 

That it ig not al] over, however, is 
proven by the attitude of Representa- 
tive Thomas M. Bell. He has haa 
nothing to say since the president 
turned down his nominee, A. S. Hardy, 
and selected Mrs. Ham. That he will 
attempt to fix the responsibility for 
his defeat upon Senator Hoke Smith 
is generally understood. 

What course Mr. Bell will follow 
hereafter in regard to postoffice ap- 
pointments he has not yet indicated. 
Whether he wil] be reconciled to take 
what he can get or will refuse to 
make any further nominations, his 
most intimate friends do not know. 

Mrs. Longstreet’s statement before 
the subcommittee of the senate post- 
office committee on May 19 was pub- 
lished today.

“In the purp‘g@ twilights and in the 
fray dawns, after I had laid all of 
the little property I owned on. the 
vested rights of my people and risked 
the commission of the office which I 
held, my soul has knowm one prayer 
for strength to pay the price which 
W oodrow Wilson’s administration 
might demand—the pearl of great 
price—the good mame of one of the 
greatest soldiers of the modern world. 

“In the darkness of that starless 
Gethsemane my soul cried to the di- 
Vine power which unsheaths'- the 
lightnings and upholds planets:

M. Howard, 
of Barnesville. Mr. Howard charges 
the recent governor with having 
Sued a pardon for an escaped convict. 

The truth about the matter is this, 
the governor commuted the sentence 
of Tony Hightower, a paroled negro 
convict, on the recommendation of 
the prison board after he had served 
the regulation time in such cases. Of 
course the governor had no means of 
knowing whether or not the prisoner 
had broken his parole further 
the information obtained from the 
prison commission. The executive 
order granting clemency has never 
been delivered and is now in the hands 
of the prison board. 

Mr. Howard, who appeared before 
the prison commissien and urged 
clemency for the negro, insisting that 
he was innocent and had been wrong- 
fully convicted, is the man who com- 
plains of the commutation of the sen- 
tence, it is stated. 

The History of Case. 

The true history of the case is con- 
tained in the following letter from 
Judge T. E, Patterson, a member of 
the prison commission, who was ap- 
pointed by former Governor Hoke 
Smith: 

“Editor Constitution: In The Jour- 
nal of today appears a communication 
signed by 8. M. Howard, of Barnes- 
Ville, Ga., in reference to he pardon 
by former Governor Brown of Tony 
Hightower that does Governor Brown 
an injustice.

Were paroled bY Governor Slaton in 
January, 1912, largely on the show- 
ing and representation by Mr. How- 
ard, the author of this card, and other 
citizens of Barnesville, one of whom 
was H. H. Gray, making it extreme- 
ly doubtful that the negroes were 
guilty of the crime charged, that of 
robbery. Tony Hightower was parol- 
ed to H. H. Gray. Under the parole 
law the employer has to make reports 
monthly to this commission during 
the term of his parole. These re- 
ports were made until October, 1912, 
which was the last report filed by 
them, and in this report it was stated 
that the general conduct and associa- 
tion during the perole period of the 
prisoner, Hightower, was good. This 
was certified to by H. H. Gray, and 
the further certificate was that the 
prisoner has been homest, industrious 
and temperate. This was the last re- 
port received in our office concerning 
this prisoner, althourh Mr. Gray 
claims that after this he reported that 
Hightower had left him. This re- 
port was not received in this office, 
and our clerk wrote to Mr. Gray re- 
peatedly ard asked for reports on this 
prisoner and received no reply from 
him, 

How Pardon Was Iesued. 

“In February of this year we had 
Mr, Gardiner, our parole clerk, to 
make up a list of all the paroled 
priséners who had been out on parole 
more than a year and whose conduct 
was good and who were worthy of 
being discharged on final pardon. Mr. 
Gardiner in making up the list in- 
cluded Tony Hightower ag ome of 
those to be recommended for pardon 
and the recommendation was duly 
made by our commission, and when 
reached by Governor Brown was p- 
proved by him and the pardon isghied 
in due course, 

“This is all there is to it and no 
censure is to be attached to anybody. 
Even if the prisoner -had left Mr. 
Gray, if he was innocent as Mr. How- 
ard claimed at the time of the origi- 
nal parole, he should not have been 
put back in the _ penitentiary for 
breaking his parolt.

AS TO DRINKING POLICEMEN. 


The police commission has acted well in 
disciplining policemen charged with drink- 
ing and intoxication. 

It has not gone far enough. 

It is easy enough to say, “Let well 
enough alone.” But it is net letting “well 
enough alone” so long as the policemen 
who protect life and property in this city 
may momentarily be transformed from 
guardians into menaces. 

_That is the omnipresent possibility as 
long as an officer drinks intoxicating liquors 
while in the service of the city. 

For the better discharge of his duties 
the policeman carries a pistol. The citizen 
does not carry a pistol, or if he 
without obtaining a license he becomes a 
criminal. The citizen who takes a drink 
may at any time become unreasonable and 
violent. But as long as he is not armed 
with a deadly weapon his power for harm 
is.minimized. The officer who takes a 
drink may, in a moment of dethroned judg- 
ment, inflict life and maiming upon no 
provocation whatever. His calling is one 
of extraordinary nature. He must submit 
to extraordinary restrictions or hunt an- 
other calling. 

Most of the railroads of the United 
States now require that trainmen abstain 
from alcohol not only when on duty but as 
well when off duty. For the after-effects 
of intoxicants are as marked as their im- 
mediate influence. The same rule should 
apply to officers of the law. Upon applying 
for employment they should be given the 
choice between whisky and their jobs. 

And the first conviction for intoxication 
should bring not suspension but discharge. 

Men who work in powder factories are 
forbidden to smoke. That seems like cur- 
tailing their.personal liberties. Yet safety 
is the paramount requirement. 

The unslaked thirst of a few score public 
servants does not weigh in the balance 
against the safety of life and property!

A MELTING POT BILL. 


The ways and means committee of the 
house may well throw into a melting pot 
all the measures looking toward tax reform 
and from the flux mold an effective and 
conservative law. <A téndency in that di- 
rection is already noticeable. A subcom- 
mittee of the whole committee, with Rep- 
Akin, of Glynn, as its 
chairman, has been appointed to investi- 
gate tax equalization and report. It is 
probable it will make known its findings in 
a day or two. 

The Constitution has not been and is 
not now dogmatic over details as to the 
kind of tax reform needed. But we do urge 
the need of tax reform, per se, both as it 
touches the prompt payment of country 
school teachers and the dishonest and 
makeshift fiscal system of the state. 

Details are matters to be adjudicated by 
the wisdom of the subcommittee, of the 
whole committee and of’the house and sen- 
ate themselves. We incline to the belief 
that it is best to make a modest beginning 
by installing a central board and giving it 
power of correction and equalization within 
prescribed bounds over county returns. 
This will accustom the people gradually to 
the change. Next year the state can go a 
step farther. Within a few years Georgia 
will be operating under a model tax law and 
the change will have come so imperceptibly 
and equitably that not the most carping or 
selfish interest will be given:ground for 
just criticism. 

The most important feature is that ac- 
tion must be taken at this present session 
of the legislature. It will be unpatriotic 
and lacking in statesmanship to postpone «a 


resentative L. R. 


beginning. It is not needful to téar down 
the whole structure with one charge of 
dynamite. But the work must at least be 
put under way. Advantage must be taken 
of the receptive condition of public senti- 
ment, which is today more favorably dis- 
posed toward tax legislation than in years. 
It is best to compromise and get half a loaf 
than no bread at all.

HEDGING “RIVER” APPROPRIA- 
TIONS. 


As we interpret the resolution passed by 
the appropriations committee of the house, 
there is to be a ban henceforth upon the 
pernicious practice of tagging all sorts of 
extravagant and dubious “riders” upon the 
general appropriations bill enacted by the 
Georgia legislature. The resolution provides 
that the general appropriations bill shall 
Carry only the maintenance for the institu- 
tions regularly contemplated in the consti- 


tution. Any increases for these institu- 


tions aside from maintenance or increases ° 


for any new or special project, must be 
made the subject for a special bill. 

The plan is really in the interests of 
true economy and of orderly procedure. 
Heretofore it has been a common custom 
in the Georgia legislature, as in the legisla- 
tures of other states and of congress itself, 
to engraft innumerable pet projects upon 
the general appropriations bill. The house 
has done this by direct action and the 
senate by amendment. result, items 
that really did not belong in the bill have 
been insinuated into it with a minimum of 
debate. In the last and heated hours 
sessions, when both bodies were anxious :o 
adjourn, these items have been the cause 
of many a deadlock, and, what is worse, of 
the triumph of unworthy causes in the 
haste of members to get away. As a conse 
quence, the bill has gone to the governor 
after the general assembly adjourned. He 
had the alternative either of vetoing the 
whole bill and tying up the civil establish- 
ment or of signing and tacitly approving 
enterprises of which he might personally 
disapprove. 

Governor Slaton directed attention to 
this undesirable condition in his inaugural 
address. The prompt response of the aD- 
propriations committee is gratifying. No 
Georgian and no member of the house or 
senate need fear oppression or injustice 
under the new order. No project that can- 
not stand the broad light of publicity and 
the searching test of debate deserves an 
appropriation. And those that are deserv- 
ing will be duly taken. care of so far as the 
artificially cramped resources of the state 
will permit.

A LETTER FROM MISSOURI.

W. H., 
Leahy, of the Atlanta, Birmingham and At- 
lantic railroad, is in receipt of a letter from 
a firm in Henley, Mo., asking for quotations 
on five or six cars of southern cattle. This 
letter came as the result of extensive adver- 
tising by the A., B. & A. through the west- 


ern states. 

Unfortunately for Georgia, she is as yet 
unable to supply all the cattle the 
which formerly furnished the whole country 
with cattle, may need. She is herself send. 
ing outside the state to secure cattle and 
hogs for her packing houses, though we are 
breeding more of the proper sort of beef 
cattle than before. 

The logical future of this state points to 
its making almost as much profit on cattle 
as on cotton. The industries do not con- 
flict.

THE POSSIBILITIES 
OF CRIMSON CLOVER 


Editor Constitution: As you are having 
some discussion of farm conditions, I want 
to submit for your consideration a concrete 
idea which, I believe, has wonderful possi- 
bilities for good in Georgia agriculture. 

I have been planting crimson clover sev- 
eral years, with results like this: Land 
that three years ago produced half bale of 
cotton per acre will easily make a bale and 
more now. I cut something like a ton of 
clover hay per acre in April and it is planted 
now to cotton. The land has been in cot- 
ton every year. Clover is harrowed in the 
growing cotton during September or Octo- 
ber at an expense of about $1.50. By April 
15 it is ready to mow or turn under, and 
the land planted to cotton again. It is a 
fine grazing crop or a splendid hay. Its 
fertilizer value is high, being rich in nitro- 
gen. Now, a crop grown in the winter, when 
the land is usually idle and actually losing 
in fertility, will do these things, Would 
be a boon to many an unprofitable acre in 
Georgia, Any agriculturist Nike Mr. Hast- 
ings or Mr. Soule will tell you that crimson 
clover will build up land very rapidly. The 
only. difficulty is getting it to grow suc- 
cessfully, and there is needed a- publicity 
campaign to inform people in regard to 
inoculation, limit, ete., as many people know 
little of the plant and how to grow it. 

I have found this plan of growing clover 
and cotton on the same land intensely prac- 
tical and profitable. The Elberton Star has 
aided me in a publicitv campaign and there 
has developed a great interest in it in El- 
berton. In fact, we have a eclover club 
with already over 100 names for -a prize 
contest acre of cotton and corn next year 
planted on land to be sown to clover next 
fall. 

The real trouble with Georgla is a sys- 
tem ‘of farming which depletes the soil and 
we are cultivating too many acres from 
which there is no possible profit, and I be- 
lieve that our true remedy is along the lines 
of increased production and better care of 
our lands. Mr. Editor, I know the power of 
your journal, and being so thoroughly con- 
fident of the benefits that would accrue 
from the general growth of crimson clover, 
I would like for you to study out this propo- 
sition, and if you find it good, boost it. 

I have been trying to get people here 
interested in clover, have talked with many 
farmers and judging by the sentiment here 
the time is ripe for the adoption of better 
farming methods. 

I take the liberty to refer you to some 
recent articles in The Country Gentleman, 
telling what crimson clover has done for 
sections of Delaware in growing clover hay 
and following with corn.

IS “HAMLET” THE 
STORY OF MARY, 
QUEEN OF SCOTS? 


About none of Shakespeare's plays is there 
more interest and more mysteries as to the 
Dbrigin of the story than is attached to “Ham- 
let.” Where did Shakespeare get his ideas 
for the writing of this play? Was it founded 
On historical facts, with the names of the 
persons given as the actual participants in 
ithe tragedy, or was the locale placed in Den- 
mark to veil its true significance? 

“Hamlet” was written not many years 
from the date when that strange story of 
‘Mary Queen of Scots’ life and death was the 
common talk all over the two kingdoms. 
‘Mary’s husband, Darnley, Hke the husband 
of Gertrude, came to a sudden and mysterious 
death. Within a few months afterwards 
Mary, like Gertrude, married the murderer of 
her husband. The Queen of Scots was by 
almost all England, certainly by Queen Eliz- 
abeth, held to be an accomplice of Bothwell’s 
in executing that great crime. So the player 
Queen in “Hamlet” says significantly while 
protesting her own constancy: 

“None wed the second but who killed the 
first.”’ 

Then the character popularly ascribed to 
the Queen of Scots at the time, as exhibited 
in the famous “casket letters,” is the char- 
acter plainly hinted of Gertrude in Hamlet's 
remonstrances to his mother and in his first 
soliloquy. Next compare the ghost’s revela- 
tions to Hamlet with these statements from 
Robertson's “History of Scotland: 

“The letters contained only imperfect 
hints and obscure intimations with respect 
to the murder. Let this be granted. As a 
leading step, however, to the murder of the 
confederates accused the queen of eriminal 
intercourse with Bothwell. That being once 


established, the imperfect, obscure hints in 
the letters as to the murder become perfect, 
clear and luminous’ The adultery is a proof 
of the murder; it is the key to unfold, to 
explain the imperfect hints, and what from 
the letters taken ‘per se’ were only pre- 
sumptions, now become clear proof against 
her as to the murder.” 

Again, Robertson tells his readers in a 
note: “Buchanan and Knox were positive 
that the king—Darnley—had been poisoned. 
They mention the black and putrid pustules 
which broke out all over his body. So the 
ghost says to Hamiet:

Buchanan further states that prodigies 
accompanied Darnley’s murder. A _ gentle- 
man, lying sick of a fever, had a preter- 
natural intimation of the event at the time 
of its occurrence; and an apparition appeared 
to three friends of the Earl of Athol, waked 
them out of their sleep, and informed them 
of the murder. All this falls in with the 
first scenes of “Hamlet.” The description 
of the “Ghost’s” noble and kingly appearance 
as, clad in complete steel, he stalks across 
the platform is, almost to a phrase, the 
description given by contemporaries of Darn- 
ley’S aspect and bearing. 

Darnley was of immense stature, being 
nearly 7 feet in height, “of a fair and war- 
like form,” and wore a remarkable suit of 
armor. September 3, 1565, Randolph wrote 
to Cecil: “The queen weareth a pistol 
charged when in the field, and of all her 
troops her husband only hath gilt armor.” 
This is the very “fair and warlike - form.” 
in which “‘the majesty of buried Denmark did 
sometimes march,” depicted in the play. 

To the like parallel effect is the fine de- 
scription of the dead king’s personal appear- 
ance in life given by Hamlet in the closet 
scene. Lastly, the scenery of the play, curi- 
ously enough, suits Holyrood house and Edin- 
burgh much more closely than the sandy 
ridges of Elisinore. Thus that lovely pic- 
ture: 


“The morn’ in russet mantle clad, 
Walks oer the dew of yon’ high eastern 
hill.” Mae 2 


This fits exactly the sunrise at Arthur's 
Seat, as seen from Holyrood; but there is no 
high hill on any side of the old castle of 
Elisinore. So, again, the “dreadful summit 
of the cliff which beetles o’er his base, and 
looks so many fathoms down,” fits Salisbury 
Crags, but not Elisinore. Other equally, or 
still more minute indications may be gath- 
ered from the play to almost convince one 
that in writing it Shakespeare had the tragi- 
cal history of the Queen of Scots full in 
mind, and not “Hamlet, the Dane.”

The mockingbirds and nightingales sing 
sweet lullabys to the dweller in the sylvan 
solitudes, but in the busy haunts a man has 
to fight for every ounce of sleep he gets. 

“as he waxes elderly natural sleep be- 
comes impossible, and he has to indulge in 
the made-in-Germany variety. He has to zo 
te the drugstore and purchase his rest in 
the form of capsules. He gets into the habit 
of taking coal tar products, and the first 
thing nis afflicted relatives know they see 
him frothing at the mouth and trying to 
climb trees head downward, which con- 
vinces them that he is insane, and they 
reluctantly box him up and ship him to the 
asylum. 

‘How beautiful is sleep as the poet re- 
marked. Unless you sleep like a policeman 
nothing else counts. You may have vassals 
and serfs by your side, and gems and pre- 
cious stones, and money in the bank, but if 
vou don’t sleep everything is junk. When I 
lived in a town my residence faced a street 
that was paved with brick, and I occupied 
the front room. The town was full of 
siddy young men, who insisted upon decorat- 
ing things with red paint when they should 
have been doing something useful, These 
young men never went home until 1 or 2 
o'clock in the morning, and they considered 
it a religious duty to stop under my window 
and sing “Three Fishers Went Salling,’ or 
some other pathetic ballad. 

“I yield to no man in my appreciation of 
good music, but I have always insisted that 
moving ballads should not be sung after mid- 
Time and again I expostulated with 
those merry young men, and at last I took 
to throwing bric-a-brac at them, and they 
threw bricks into my bedroom window, and 
it was almost impossible to sleep under such 
conditions. One night I heard them coming 
in the distance, singing ‘Rocked in the Cradle 
of the Deep.’ That splendid song always was 
a favorite of mine, but I didn’t feel in the 
mood to listen to it that night, so, when I 
saw a policeman standing under a lamp post 
across the street, I hastily donned a few gar- 
ments and rushed across and asked him for 
his protection. .He eyed me critically and 
said I was drunk, and would have to go to 
the station with him. He wouldn't listen to 
anv explanations or statistics. He called my 
attention to the fact that my trousers were 
on rear end foremost, and he held, with some 
show of logic, that no law abiding citizen 
would go scampering abroad in such a con- 


night, 


dition. 

“This was before our town possessed a 
patrol wagon, and policemen took their vic- 
tims to headquarters on foot. This peeler 
twisted his hand into my raiment and hus- 
tled me along in front of him, and when- 
ever I tried to convince him that I was an 
honest taxpayer he hit me over the head 
with his club, which had not been uphol- 
stered. I was locked into a loathsome dun- 
geon, and, by a singular coincidence, the 
gentleman who occupied the next cell was 
largely intoxicated, and for hours together 
he sang ‘Rocked in the Cradle of the Deep,’ 
the very song from which I had tried to 
escape. 

“That was but one of many painful inci- 
dents that I recall.

“The milkman who sold his adulterated 
river water in our neighborhood always came 
along about. an hour before daylight. His 
wagon was covered with gongs, and he had 
a big splayfooted horse with eighteen or 
twenty legs, and when that outfit came rat- 
tling along the brick pavement everybody 
within two miles reared up in bed and swore 
in as many languages as possible. 

“When morning finally came and I arose 
from my couch I felt as though I had been 
celebrating the Fourth of July and the Chi- 
nese New Year together, and my sufferings 
were Shared by every human being in the 
busy haunts.

Left Entirely to Committee. 

Over an hour had been expended 
in laudatory and deprecatory remarks 
upon the merits of equal suffrage 
when Senator M. C. Tarver, apparently 
tired of the incessant quibbling, 
moved that all matters pertaining to 
the privilege of the use of the senate 
chamber should be turned over to the 
committee on halls and rooms, which 
committee should have absolute power 
in granting the use of the chamber. 
The motion was passed unanimously, 
the anti-suffragists thinking their vic- 
tory complete and the suffragists real- 
izing their inability to further their 
ends on the floor. 

The committee on 
consists of four members.

Without waking his wife or notifying 
anyone, he arose from bed, after a 
night that had probably been without 
Sleep, and went into the bathroom. 

When Mrs. Tigner awoke later she 
discovered the body of ther husband 
lying across the floor, a wide gash in 
his throat. The alarm was given ti 
hotel officials. Dr. Tigner had been 
dead for some time. 

The dead physician held one of the 
most enviable reputations in local 
medical circles. He once filied a 
chair in the Atlanta Dental college, 
Was an active church member and be- 
longed to numerous social and fra- 
ternal organizations. 

He was a son of Benson Forbush 
Tigner and was born at White Sul- 
Phur Springs, Ga., a small settlement 
near ‘(rainesville, at the foothiNs of 
the Blue Ridge. He was 45 years old. 
Following the completion of a literary 
Career at Emory college, from which 
he was graduated in 1888, he turned 
to medicine, both of his grandfathers 
having been doctors of medicine. 

He had held a number of important 
positions, among them being that of 
dental surgeon at Wesley Memoria] 
hospital, Atlanta: professor of or- 
thodontia at the Southern Dental col- 
lege. He also was a trustee of Grady 
hospital during 1912 and was an ex- 
president of the Georgia Dental so- 
cieties.

Mr Crawford, whose death in 1999 
left an estate now valued at $250,000, 
married his second wife in Florida 
where he boarded with her’and her 
daughter.

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FUTURE CONTRACT TAX 
OPPOSED BY CHAMBER 


Cotton Merchants and Exporters 
Are Compelled to Hedge 
Against Purchases. 


The directors of the chamber of 
commerce unanimously approved the 
report of the cotton committee § sub- 
mitted at the monthy meeting Wed- 
nesday, which opposes the passage of 
the Clark Rider to the Tariff bill, now 
before the United State senate, pro- 
proposing to tax cotton contracts 
where delivery is not made, 1-10 of one 
cent per pound, which would amount 
to fifty cents per bale. 

The committee is sending out letters 
to the two Georgia senators and Con- 
gressman William Schey Howard, urg- 
ing that they use their influence to 
down its passage. 

The contention of the committee is 
that as cotton merchants and export- 
ers, who deal directly in spot cotton, 
with the farmer and county merchant, 
such are compelled to use future con- 
tracts as legitimate hedges against 
their purchases of spot cottons, until 
sale. The same cannot be sold prompt- 
ly and if such hedges are not avall- 
able at a reasonabie price, they would 
be compelled to buy only on orders, 
or speculate, until a buyer for the pur- 
chases could be secured. This the com- 
mittee claims, would place the farmer 
in the spinners and forelgners’ hands, 
and tend to depress the price of cot- 
ton. 

The committee says that the pag- 
sage of this bill would destroy all 
cotton exchanges in this country and 
claims: that the trade would be with- 
out statistics, rules or standards of 
grade, except those of the Liverpool 
exchange, to which business would to 
some extent be transferred at high 
cost, thus lessening the value of cot- 
ton to the producer. 

This bill ts class legislation, the 
committee states, and does not apply 
to any other commodity, and would 
reduce the value of the south’s great- 
est asset... They claim that the pro- 
posed tax would be prohibitive and 
that the present cotton gamblers 
would still gamble in other commodi- 
and therefore the legitimate 
trade. would be forced into specula- 
tion. thus increasing, instead of de- 
creasing, the evil. 

The committee suggested that if the 
bill was for the purpose of revenue, 
that a tax of $1 per hundred bales be 
placed, which they say would yield a 
handsome return to the rovernment

the New England Railroad 
Situation. 


Washington, July 9.—Financial 


Operations of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad, its 
ownership of trolley lines and control 
of allied New England railways are 
condemned in unmeasured terms Dy 
the interstate commerce commission 
in the report of its investigation made 
public here today. The commission's 
conclusions are: 

That the “outside” financial 
agement hag been “wasteful in the 
extreme” and that had the New 
Haven confined itself to actua] rail- 
road activities under the same con- 
ditions that prevailed in other fre- 
spects “it could have paid a dividend 
of 8 per cent for the fiscal year 1912 
and carried to surplus account $1,- 
794,000 instead of showing a deficit 
of $930,000.” 
That the 
with the Boston and 
lative of the spirit of the statute 
against the restraint of competition 
and shouli be canceled.” ‘‘In our opin- 
ion,” says the commission, “this line 
should be kept entirely free from New 
Haven control.” 

That the New Haven should divest 
itself of its trolley lines, not because 
the present ownership is in violation 
of law, but because such ownership 
might be used’ to prevent the build- 
ing of competing lines in the future 

Almost Exclusive Monopoly. . 
That the Boston and Maine’s mer- 
ger with the New Haven, if permit- 
ted to stand, will result tn “an al- 
most exclusive monopoly of trans 
portation facilities by ralilroad tn the 
greater part of New England.” 

That passenger train service, with- 
out considering safety of operation. 
on the New Haven is distinctly bet- 
ter than any other line entering New 
York, and that of the Boston and 
Maine equally as good. Both roads. 
however, are criticised adversely for 
lack of steel cars, 
That the freight service of the Bos- 
ton and Maine “is much less reliable 
than that of either the Pennsylvanta 
or the Baltimore and Ohio, while that 
of the NewgHaven is slightly inferior 
to the Pennsylvania, but about on a4 
par with the Baltimore and Ohio.” 
That passenger fares in New Eng- 
lamd havetecen more favorable to the 
local traveling public than in any 
other portion of the United States. 
That “any betterment of railroad 
conditions in New England must be- 
gin with the assurance that the New 
Haven management will act not only 
prudently, but, @bove all, within the 
letter and the spirit of the law.” 
Some Recommendations. 
No order was made by the commis- 
sion, but in its oplinon the follow- 
ing propositions which have national 
application to all railroads lie at the 
foundation of adequate railroad regu- 
lation: 
“Every interstate railroad should 
be prohibited from expending money 
or ineourrimg Habtlities or acquiring 
property not in the operation of its 
railroad or in the legitimate i!m- 
provement, extension or development 
of that railroad. 
“No interstate railroad shoul4 be 
permitted to lease or purchase any 
other railroad, nor to acquire the 
stocks or securities of any other rail- 
roads, nor to guarantee the same, di- 
rectly or indirectly, without the ap- 
proval of the federal government. 
“No stocks or bonds should be is- 
sued by an interstate railroad excep? 
for the purposes sanctioned in the 
twe preceding paragraphs, and none 
should be issued without the approval 
of the federal government.” 
The inquiry resulting tn today’s re- 
port was begun about a year ago by 
the Commission upon its own initia- 
tive, in consequence of numerous and 
persistent complaints of the railroad 
rates, regulations and service in New 
England. The -carriers particularly 
investigated were the New York, New 
Haven ani Hartford, the Boston and 
Maine and the Matne Central. Months 
were devoted to examination of books 
and accounts and thirty-seven days 
were devoted to public hearings, in 
the course of which more than 6,000 
pages of testimony were taken. 
Enormous Sums Spent. 

In an exhaustive discussion of the 
financial affairs of the New Haven and 
the Bcston and Maine, Commissioner 
Prouty indicates clearly that the in- 
vestigation was “not tnto the. sol- 
vency or insolvency of the New Haven 
company,” but ratherinto teh charac- 
ter of its financial operations. 

It is shown by the report that in 
1903 the total capitalization of the 
New Haven was $93,000,000, and its 
2,040 miles. In 1912 
its capitalization was $417,000,000, an 
increase of $324,000,000; while its oper- 
ated mileage was increased only 60 
miles. In this period of nine years the 
New Haven company acquired actual 
ownership of about 800 miles of road 
which it previously had operated, ex- 
pending approximately $40,000,000 in 
obtaining the additional mileage. It 
expended during the nine years $96,- 
000,000 for betterments and equip- 
ment, making a total of $136,000,000 
devoted to its rallroad property. 
“This would leave,” the report points 
out, “the sum of $204,000,000 which in 
nine years had been expended in opera- 
tions outside 
the methods of investing that sum the 
report devotes elaborate attention. Va- 
rious transactions are taken up, one 
by one, and analyzed. 

Turned Water Into Wine. 
In its acquisition of the Rhode Island 
trolley lines, the methods pursued, 
Commissioner Prouty suggests, ‘‘af- 
fordaninstructive object lessoninthe 
realm of what ts sometimes termed 
‘high fiance’.” After passing through 
the hands of two or three corporations, 
the trolley lines were acquired by the 
New Haven at “Inflated” prices. 

“Representatives of the New Haven 
company,’ the report says, “insisted 
that this company had not watered the 
stock of the Rhode Island company, 
and this, strictly speaking, is true.

New York, July 9.—There was a 
further advance in the cotton market 
today on renewed aovering and a 
scattering demand from local bulls or 
trade sources. Continued hot, dry 
weather !n the south, increasing talk 
of insect damage to the new crop and 
further shipments from the local stock 
were the features, 

Cables were better then due and the 
market opened pteady at an advance 
of 4 to & points on a renewal of yes- 
terdayv'’s tuying movement. After 
showing a net gain of about 6 to 19 
points prices reacted, under realizing 
and the market also seemed to be 
meeting some scattering prersure 
from houses with southern connec- 
tions, The character of the latter 
spelling naturally suggested that the 
crop was making favorable progress, 
but the day's weather reports again 
showed very high temperatures in 
the southwest with thirteen stations 
in the Houstom district reporting 100 
dexrees or over and prices firmed up 
again in the early afternoon. 

Buying was more active in the last 
hour than at any time during the day 
and closing prices were within a point 
or two of the best at a net advance of 
11 to 156 points. Wall street interesta 
were credited with buying on the ad-
